2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Although the prior art is replete with teachings of regulated flexible heaters, the prior art 
does not teach to one of ordinary skill in the art, and in combination with the other limitations of 
the independent claims, a regulated flexible heater comprising a set point resistor and a 
comparator circuit element to compare the resistance of the temperature dependent variable 
resistance pathway with the set point resistor and transmits the condition of the relative 
resistance for these two components to a control circuit element to activate or deactivate the 
conductive resistance pathway. The instant application deemed to be directed to non-obvious 
improvement over the invention patented in Pat. No. 6,768,086. The improvement over 
6,768,086 comprises a means for activating and deactivating the conductive resistance pathway.
